3. That thoſe who ſhall hereafter come to compound, may 
not have the Covenant put upon them, as a condition, with- 
out which they may not compound, but in caſe they ſhall not 
willingly take it, they may paſle their Compoſitions with- 
our it, 

4. Thatthe perſons and eſtates of all Engliſh, not worth 
two hundred pounds in land or goods, be at li and dif- 
charged: And that the Kings meniall ſervants, that never 
took up arms, but onely attended his perſon according to their 
Othces, may be freed from Compoſitions, or to pay(at m_ 
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but the proportion of one years revenue, or a twenticth part. 
5. That in order to the making and pertecting of Compoſiti- 
ons, at the rates aforeſaid, he Rents, Revenues, and other dues and 
rofits of all ſequeſtred eſtates whatſoc ver (except the eſtates of 
uch perſons, who ſhall be continued under exception as before) 
be from henceforth ſuſpended and detained in the hands of the 
reſpective Tenants, Occupants, and others, from whom they 
are due for the ſpace of (ix moneths following. 

6. That the Faith of the Army, and other Forces of Patlia- 
ment given in Articles epon ſurrenders to any of the Kings pat» 
ty, may be fully made good, and where any breach thereof 4 it! 
appear to have been made, full reparation and ſatisfation may be 
given to the perſons injured; and that the perſons offending be- 
ing found out, may be compelled thereto. 

7. That there may be a genetall Act of Oblivion, to extend 
umo All, (except the Perſons to be continued in exception, as 
before) to abſolve from all Treſpaſſes, Miſdemeanours, &c.

And whereas there hath been of l-te ſtrong endeavours and 
practices of a ſactious and deſperate Party to embroil this King- 
dome in a new Warre. And for that purpoſe. to induce the King, 
the Queen, the Prince, rodeclare for the ſaid Party: And alſo 
to excite and ſtir up all thoſe of the Kings late Party, to appear 
and engage for the lame: which attempts and deſigns, many of 
the Kings Party (out of their defires to avoid further miſery to 
the Kingdome ) have contributed their endravours to prevent: 
[ as for diverſe of them we have had particular aſſurance. We do 
therefore defire, that ſuch of the Kings Party, who ſhall appear 
to have expreſſed, and ſhall hereafter expreſſe that way, =_ 

goo 
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good affetions tothe Peace and welfare of the Kingdome, and 
to Hinder the imbroiling of the ſame in a new Warre, may be 
freed and exempted from Compoſitions, or to pay bur one years 
Revenue, or a twentieth part. 

Theſe Particulars aforegoing are the Heads of ſuch Propo- 
falls as we have agreed on, to tender in order to the ſettling 
the Peace of this Kinydome, leaving the tearms of Peace for the 
Kingdome of Scotland, to ſtand as in the late Propofitions of 
both Kingdomes, untill that Kingdome ſhall agree to any alte- 
ration. 

Next to the P fall aforeſaid; for the preſent ſettling of a 
Peace, We ſhall defire that no time may be loſt by the Parlia- 
ment, for the diſpatch of other things tending to the welfare 
caſe, and juſt ſarsfation of the Kingdomes, and in ſpecial] 
manner. 

I. That the juſt and neceſſary liberty of the People to re- 

reſent their grievances and deſites by way of Petition, may 
be cleared and vindicated according to the fifth head in the 
late Repreſentation or Declaration of the Army ſent from 

Saint Albons, 

II. That ia purſuance of the ſame Head in the ſaid Declara- 
tion, the common grievances of the People, may be ſpeedily 
conſidered of, and effectually redreſſed, and in particular. 

1. Thatthe Exciſe may be taken off from ſuch Commodities 
whereof the poore People of the Land do ordinarily live, and a 
certain time to be limited for taking off the whole. 

2. That the oppreſſions and cncroachments of Forreſt Laws, 
may be — for future. 

3. All Monopolies (Old or New) and reſtraints to the free- 
dome of Trade, be taken off. 

4. That a courſe may be taken and Commiſſioners appointed 
to remedy and certifie the inequality of Rates, lying upon ſeve- 
rall Counties, and ſeverall parts of each County, in reſpect of 
B 4 others, 
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others, and to ſettle the proportion for Land, Rates to more 
equality throughout the Kingdome : In order to which, we 
ſhall offer ſome farther particulars which we hope may be uſe. 
full, 

5- The preſent unequall troubleſome and contentious way of 
Miniſters maintenance by Tythes to be conſidered of, and ſome 
remedy applied. 

6. That the Rules and courſe of Law, and the Officers of it 
may be ſo reduced and reformed as that all Suits and Queſtions 
of Rights may be more clear and certain in the iſſues, and not ſa 
tedious nor chargeable inthe proceeding, as now : in order to 
which we ſhall offer ſome further particulars hereafter. 

7. That Priſoners for debt or other debtours (who have e- 
ſtates to diſcharge them) may not by embracing Impriſonment, 
or any other wayes, have advantage to defraud their Creditors, 
but 2 the Eſtates of all men may be ſome way made liable to 
their debts, (as well as Tradeſmens are by Commiſſion of Bank- 
rupt)whether they be impriſoned or not, and that ſuch priſoners 
for debt, who have not wherewith to pay,or atleaſt do yield up 
what they have to their Credirours, may be freed from impri- 
ſonment, or ſome way provided for, ſo as neither they nor their 
Families, may periſh by their impriſonment, 

8. Some proviſion to be made, that none may be compelled 
by penalties, or otherwiſe to anſwer unto Queſtions tending to 
the accuſing of themſelves, or their neareſt relations in Crimi- 
nall cauſes, and no mans life to be taken away under two wit- 
neſſes. 

9. That conſideration may be had of all Statutes and Lawes, 
or Cuſtomes, or Courts, or Actions, impoſing any Oaths, either 
to repeale or elſe to qualifie and provide againſt the ſame, ſo far 
as they may extend or be conſtrued to the moleſtation or enſna- 
ring of Religious and peaceable People, merely for non-confor- 
mity in Religion, 


III. That 
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III. That(according to the fixth H ad in the ſaid Declarati- 
on of the Army) the large powers given to Committees or De- 
puty Lievetcnants, during the lute times of Warte and diſtracti- 
on, may be ſpeedily taken into conſideration to be recalled and 
made void, and that ſuch powers of that nature as ſhall appear 
neceſſary to be continued, may be pur into a regulated way, and 
left to as little Arbittatineſſe, as the nature and neceſſitie of the 
things wherein they are converſant will bear. 

4. That (according to the ſeaventh Head in the ſaid De- 
claration) an effe tuall courſe may be taken, that the King. 
dome may be righted and ſatisfied in point of Accounts for the 
vaſt ſummes that have been levied. 

5+ Thar proviſion may be made for payment of Arrears to 
the Army, and the reſt of the Souldierie of the Kingdome, who 
have concurred with the Armie in the late deſires and pro- 
ceedings thereof, And in the next place for payment of the 
Publick Debrs, and Dammages of the Kingdome, and that to be 
performed firſt to ſuch Perſons, whoſe Debts or Dammages 
(upon the Publick Account) are great, and their Eſtates ſmall ;

In Order to which, and to the fourth Particular laſt pre- 
ceding, we ſhall ſpeedily offer ſome further Particulars ( inthe 
nature of Rules) which we hope will be of good uſe towards 
Public k ſatisfaction.
